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cal citizens with a fierce 
desire to help their neighbors. 

Emergency personnel crews 
including all local fire depart- 
ments, West Liberty Police 
Department, Morgan County 
sheriff and jailer departments, 
Kentucky State Police, the 
Kentucky National Guard and 
several other agencies worked 
around the clock for several 
days to search for survivors, 
clear rubble and maintain order 
in the disaster area. 

Local utility crews also 
worked frantically to restore 
electricity, telephone, water, 
sewer and gas services through- 
out the county with the as- 
sistance of volunteer brigades 
throughout Kentucky. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
during a March 7 public meet- 
ing at Morgan County Middle 
School made a firm resolution 
to rebuild West Liberty and 
Morgan County. 

"From the ashes we will 
rise," Conley said. "Brighter 
days are ahead. West Liberty 
won't look the same... But it 
might look even better than 
before." 

Now, more than nine months 
after the tornado, Conley's 
words are coming to fruition 
as several local businesses have 
been re-built or re-opened in 
new locations. 

The year's post-tornado 
highlights included an Aug. 18 
visit from University of Ken- 
tucky Head Basketball Coach 
John Calipari, who - in con- 
junction witli Kentucky Sports 
Radio - raised $60,849 for tlie 
local tornado relief effort. 

The coach also raised an ad- 
ditional $110,000 for Morgan 
County's recovery during the 
annual UK alumni game on 
Sept. 15. 

The re-opening of the vener- 
able Freezer Fresh, which was 
destroyed by the tornado, was 
also cause for celebration. 

"This means so much to our 
citizens and to many people in 
surrounding counties," Judge 
Conley said at the Sept. 13 
grand opening. "We all love the 
food and remember the awe- 
some times we had here. Today, 
an icon of our community has 
returned." 

The judge executive noted 
last fall that citizens can also 
look forward to the erection 
of a wellness/youth recreation 
center, a downtown parking 
garage and a new extension 
service facility. Construction 
is expected to begin on these 
projects in late winter or early 
spring 2013. 

In addition, Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear also announced a $7.2 
million project to widen Main 
and Prestonsburg streets dur- 
ing a Nov. 1 visit to City Hall, 
where he where he presented 
Judge Conley and Mayor Jim 
Rupe a $400,000 check from 
the Transportation Cabinet's 
state road contingency fund to 
pay for the initial design work 
required to construct a turn lane 
beginning at the county govern- 
ment building on Prestonsburg 
Street that would run tlirough 
Main Street to the Court Street 
intersection. 

Various businesses and or- 
ganizations - including Com- 
mercial Bank and the Methodist 
and Christian churches - along 
the route already plan to set 
their new buildings further back 
from tlie streets to accommo- 
date the plan. 

Leaders of the destroyed his- 
torical churches and other local 
religious institutions through- 
out the community continue to 
aid the recovery effort as they 
look to tlie future. 

Commercial Bank officials 
announced last fall that they 
plan to demolish their current 
Main Street building - which 
sustained severe tornado dam- 
age - and clear the lot for the 
construction of a $5 million 
downtown facility in addition 
to their new Index Branch lo- 
cated in the former Dairy Cheer 
building. 

The new Citizens Bank 
building is currently under 
construction on Prestonsburg 
Street, while repairs are made 
to Bank of the Mountains 's 
downtown branch and drive- 
thru facility in addition to the 
construction of a new confer- 
ence hall on Court Street. 

Judge Conley said Morgan 
Countians can expect more suc- 
cess stories in the near future. 

"There have been many 
ribbon cutting ceremonies in 
recent months," Conley said. 
"More celebrations and big an- 
nouncements of great things for 
Morgan County are coming in 
the near future."

Coal poised to beat oil as 
top world energy source 



ButU.S. demand and 
production will drop, 
monitoring agency says 

Demand for coal will in- 
crease in every world region 
except the U.S. through 2017, 
according to the Paris-based 
International Energy Agency. 
The trend is attributed to cheap 
natural gas providing stiff com- 
petition to coal in the U.S. 

The "Medium-Term Coal 
Market Report" says coal will 
come close to surpassing oil as 
the world's top energy source 
within the next five years, with 
developing countries burning 
about 1.2 billion more metric 



tons of coal per year by 2017. 

The report says coal de- 
mand will drop in the U.S. by 
97 million metric tons of coal 
equivalent by 2017, and that 
production will be down 20 
percent, to 77 1 MTCE from the 
current 967. 

Predictions about coal's 
decline in the U.S. "conform 
with numerous other forecasts 
of coal use and production," 
Manuel Quinones of Energy & 
Environment News reports. The 
report says cheap gas, retire- 
ment of coal-fired power plants 
and environmental regulation 
are the leading factors in coal's 
U.S. decline. 



AFP to stop burning coal 
at its Louisa power plant 



Kentucky Power Co. an- 
nounced last week that it will 
effectively close its Big Sandy 
Power Plant in Louisa, Ky., 
after scratching plans to install 
a $ 1 billion scrubber to comply 
with environmental standards, 
reports Ralph Davis of the 
Floyd County Times in Pres- 
tonsburg. 

The power produced by 
the plant will be replaced by 
a sister plant in Moundsville, 
W.Va. If fills plan is approved, it 
will increase electric rates by 8 
percent. The closure of a similar 
plant almost anywhere else in 
the U.S. would be expected. 
But in the heart of Central 
Appalachian coal country, the 
move speaks volumes. 

Under a federal-court con- 
sent decree, the company must 
bring the Big Sandy plant into 
compliance with the Clean Air 
Act, or close it, by 2015. If 
the company had installed the 
scrubber, electric bills would 
have increased by 31 percent, 
Davis notes. As the Kentucky

Public Service Commission 
was deciding whether to ap- 
prove that plan, Kentucky Pow- 
er wiflidrew it, saying it wanted 
to "reevaluate alternatives due 
to changes in the energy mar- 
ket," Davis writes. 

Under the new plan, Ken- 
tucky Power would obtain 
50 percent of the Mitchell 
Generation Station in Mounds- 
ville, which like it is owned by 
American Electric Power. 

Kentucky Power's an- 
nouncement doesn't address 
what will happen to the Big 
Sandy plant, but a separate 
statement released by the com- 
pany says it is still trying to 
decide the plant's fate. The 
company said plans could come 
next year when it submits a fil- 
ing to cover future generating 
capacity at Big Sandy, Davis 
writes. 

Some options for the plant 
include converting it to natural 
gas, which could be used for 
generation at times of peak de- 
mand. Regardless , the generator 
will "cease burning coal, as 
plans to retire it as a coal-fired 
generator in 20 15 are already in 
place," Davis writes. 

Employees at the plant will 
have an opportunity to get other 
jobs in the AEP system, and 
those who aren't hired else- 
where will be offered severance 
packages. 

"The closure will also have a 
negative ripple effect in the coal 
industry," Davis writes. The Big 
Sandy plant consumes about 2 
million tons of coal a year, but 
after 2015, it will consume no 
coal, perhaps putting some coal 
jobs in the region in jeopardy.

Dec. 19 - When the Su- 
preme Court upheld federal 
health reform but said states 
could opt out of the expansion 
of Medicaid to people with in- 
comes above the poverty Une, 
to be funded wifii generous fed- 
eral subsidies, one of the first 
questions was wheflier a state 
had to go all the way: to 133 
percent of poverty (138 percent 
with an official fudge factor). 
Now the Obama administra- 
tion has answered "no." And 
that could make the decision 
tougher for Kentucky, which is 
the only state The Washington 
Post listed this montii as leaning 
toward expansion. 

The Post's Sarali Kliff wrote, 
"The administration's reason- 
ing goes like this: The federal 
government was giving states 
a really, really good deal on 
the Medicaid expansion. It 
was footing the entire bill for 
the newly eligible enroUees 
for three years," 2014 tlirough 
20 16, rather fiian die 72 percent 
it pays Kentucky for current 
enrollees. Tlie subsidy for the 
new eligibles would drop to 95 
percent in 2017, 94 percent in 
2018, 93 percent in 2019: and 
90 percent in 2020.

Congress (which is to say the 
Democrats in Congress) "gave 
states that really high funding 
in the service of a very specific 
goal: Ensuring all Americans 
have access to insurance op- 
tions." But "If a state decided 
to cover, say, everyone up to flie 
federal poverty line, fliey would 
be working with a smaller, more 
manageable population," KHff 
explains. "Those living above 
the poverty line, meanwhile, 
wouldn't be left in the lurch. 
The Affordable Care Act allows 
them to receive very generous 
subsidies in the private insur- 
ance market." 

However, Medicaid Admin- 
istrator Cindy Mann told Kliff 
that if states could fall short 
of the 133 percent level, they 
wouldn't be within the spirit 
of the law. Kliff paraphrases 
Mann: "They wouldn't offer 
all their residents a way to 
purchase affordable coverage, 
and if they're not going to do 
that, the White House says 
they don't deserve the extra 
funding." 

Gov. Steve Beshear said 
again today that Kentucky

Kentucky now makes Med- 
icaid available to people with 
household incomes below 70 
percent of the poverty line, 
which varies by household 
size. The Urban Institute has 
estimated that expanding the 
program to 133 percent of 
poverty would cost the state 
about 5 percent more than it 
would otherwise spend through 
2022. That would be $1.3 bil- 
lion extra in 2017-22, and some 
Republicans in the legislature 
have said the state can't afford 
it. The state expects to spend 
$ 1 .5 billion on Medicaid in the 
2013-14 fiscal year. 

While the Post lists Ken- 
mcky as the only state "leaning 
yes" to expansion, it seems 
likely to be joined by sev- 
eral others. "States have stayed 
mum on whether they will 
participate in the expansion, 
seeing first if they could get a 
better deal — the partial expan- 
sion," Kliff writes. "The federal 
government took a while to 
show its cards; it wanted to see 
if states would sign up for the 
full expansion, without giving 
them a scaled-back option." 
Only 17 states have said yes, 
and as many are undecided, the 
Post reports. 

In setting a firm rule, the 
Wliite House may think states 
"will decide the 100 percent 
match is too good to pass up 
and that the federal money will 
pull everyone in," Kliff writes. 
"Or, it could indicate the Obama 
administration is okay with not 
all states participating with the 
Medicaid expansion on day 
one. Again, this wouldn't be 
unprecedented: Only six states 
initially signed up for Medicaid 
when it launched in 1965." 



States should realize that 
expanding Medicaid is a long- 
term investment in the health of 
their people that will pay off in 
the long run. Dr. Wayne Myers , 
who once ran Kentucky's rural- 
healdi office and was the first 
director of flie federal Office of 
Rural Health Policy, writes in 
the Daily Yonder. He says that 
if a state doesn't expand Med- 
icaid, many of its people will 
remain or become uninsured. 

"Medicaid is a rural issue 
because a higher percentage 
of low-income people live in 
rural communities, and rural 
families are less likely to have 
private healfli insurance," My- 
ers writes, adding that the 
program is also "a major eco- 
nomic driver." According to 
the National Center for Rural 
Health Works at Oklahoma 
State University, Medicaid was 
responsible for 113,000 jobs 
and a total of $10.5 billion in 
economic activity in Oklahoma 
in 2010. 

Myers cites studies showing 
that patients with insurance 
who are hospitalized after ac- 
cidents are 40 percent less 
likely to die than those without 
insurance, because uninsured 
patients got less attention from 
medical staff. Opting out of the 
expansion "may get a governor 
a self-inflicted gunshot wound 
to the foot, some dead hospitals 
and a bunch of dead citizens 
who needn't have died," Myers 
writes.

Employers warned 
of misleading labor 
law poster 'notices' 

FRANKFORT, Ky. Dec. 
12 — Attorney General Jack 
Conway today cautioned Ken- 
aicky employers to be on the 
lookout for misleading labor 
law notices sold by private 
companies. Letters sent to Ken- 
tucky businesses flireaten civil 
and criminal penalties ranging 
fi-om $7,000 to $17,000 if they 
do not display certain posters 



being sold. 

"Some employers are mis- 
led into believing that these 
notices are official government 
warnings," General Conway 
said. "While certain posters are 
required by law to be posted in 
the workplace, the Kentucky 
Department of Labor, as well 
as other state agencies and the 
U.S. Department of Labor, 
provides these posters free of 
charge. I want to make sure 
that employers don't fall victim 
to these fraudulent posters and 
scare tactics." 

Some Kentucky businesses 
have reported receiving threat- 
ening "second" and "final no- 
tices" from private entities 
selling labor law posters , which 
they claim are required under 
Kentucky and federal law. 
The Kentucky Department of 
Labor does not mail notices 
advising businesses of these 



requirements. Businesses are 
advised to contact the Kentucky 
Department of Labor and U.S. 
Department of Labor to learn 
what workplace posters are 
required.

How Much Sleep 
Is Enough? 

Do you wake up each morning on your own without an 
alarm clock Seeling refreshed, alert and ready £or the day 
ahead? Or do you drag yourseU out of bed, grumbling to 
yourself until you get your first cup of coffee? 

Most Americans, unfortunately, fall into the 
latter category. And the situation is getting worse. One 
study based on sleep records of full-time workers found a 
significant increase in the number of persons getting less 
than six hours of sleep a night during the period from 
1975 to 2006. 

That's true even though most Americans know 
that sleep plays an important role in good health and 
even longevity. Persons who average 6.5 to 7.5 hours of 
sleep a night (according to self reports) live longer than 
those who sleep less and even those who sleep more. 

The effect of short sleep is easy to understand. 
Even over a one- to two-day period, subjects limited to 
four hours of sleep show increased heart rate and blood 
pressure and markers of inflammation such as c-reactive 
protein (CRP)-aIl risk factors for heart disease. This kind 
of sleep deprivation is also associated with impaired glu- 
cose tolerance, leading to increased hunger/appetite, obe- 
sity and type Z diabetes. Cindy Crager, APRN 

Up to this point, studies have not found similar 
negative physical changes associated with long sleep du- 
ration, although observational studies indicate that long 
sleepers have an increased risk of illness, accidents, de- 
pression and death. 

Some researchers believe that many persons who 
habitually sleep 9 or 10 hours a night might have depres- 
sion or a physical illness that accounts for their longer 
sleeping and greater risk of early death. 

How much sleep do we really need? For adults, 
experts agree that there is a great deal of individual varia- 
tion. Some individuals go through most of their lives get- 
ting less than five hours sleep a night while others seem 
to require 9 to 10 or more. 

When you were in college and "pulled all night- 
ers" to study for exams, you probably assumed your mind 
and body would adjust-that you could catch up on lost 
sleep over the weekend. Studies over the last decade indi- 
cate that this was probably not the case. 

In a study published in Z003, researchers as- 
signed subjects to groups sleeping four, six or eight hours 
for two week periods in the sleep laboratory. Every two 
hours during the day, the subjects were given a psycho- 
motor vigilance test, measuring the kind of sustained at- 
tention and focus that are needed for tasks such as driv- 
ing, careful reading of an exam question or working a 
math problem. 

Over the study period, subjects getting eight 
hours of sleep had no lapses of attention or cognitive im- 
pairment, but those in both of the other groups showed 
steady declines with each passing day. By the end of two 
weeks, those sleeping six hours a night had cognitive im- 
pairments similar to subjects in another study deprived 
of sleep for Z4 hours straight. 

At first, the sleep deprived subjects realized that 
they were not at their best, but as time went on, they 
insisted that sleepiness was no longer affecting their per- 
formance-even though it clearly was. 

How about increasing sleep time? One study 
asked students to "sleep as much as possible" over several 
weeks. During the first week, the subjects' average sleep 
time increased from 7.5 to 9-9.9 hours a night, and these 
increased sleep times were associated with better alert- 
ness and less daytime sleepiness. 

Over the next several weeks, however, the stu- 
dents' sleep time gradually came back down to an average 
of about 8.5 hours a night. The researchers theorized that 
the subjects probably made up for previous sleep depriva- 
tion, then reached their maximum sleep level during the 
following weeks. 

Researchers continue to study the interaction be- 
tween l) basal sleep need and z) sleep debt. The first re- 
fers to the sleep needed on a regular basis-seven to eight 
hours for most persons. Sleep debt occurs when you fail 
to meet that basal need because of sickness, stress, poor 
sleep habits or simply a busy schedule. 

Sleep debts can be paid off, although one or two 
nights of sleeping in over the weekend is usually not 
enough to get us back to optimal alertness. 

When pressed by a busy schedule, it's tempting 
to sacrifice an hour or two of sleep-sometimes on a regu- 
lar basis-in order to get things done. Unless you're doing 
something that requires little thought, that may not be a 
smart idea. As one researcher put it, you may be "trading 
time awake at the expense of performance."

But more drink, and 
more 12th graders 
use pot, survey shows 

Teenagers' cigarette smok- 
ing dropped to a record low 
this year but alcohol use rose 
slightly after seven years of 
decline, according to a survey 
of 45,000 eighth-. 10th- and 
12tli- graders for the National 
Institute of Drug Abuse. 

The survey also found that 
the use of illicit drugs dropped 
slightly among eighth-graders 
but rose slightly among 12th- 
graders. Among them, 36.4 per- 
cent reported using marijuana 
in the past year, up from 34.8 
percent in 2010, and the share 
who saw great risk in smoking 
marijuana occasionally dropped 
significantly, to 20.6 percent, 
from 24.5 percent in 2010. 

Among all the age groups, 
only 10.6 percent said they 
had smoked cigarettes in the 
past 30 days, down from 11.7 



Bullitt Smoking 
ban ruling likely 
to be appealed 

In Kentucky's first appellate- 
court ruling on the issue, the 
state Court of Appeals on Dec. 7 
upheld the Bullitt County Board 
of Health's smoking ban, which 
is virtually the same as others 
enacted by several other county 
health boards. However, the 
panel's 2-1 vote and the strength 
of the dissent suggests that the 
ruling will be appealed to the 
state Supreme Court. 

Health boards in Clark, Hop- 
kins, Madison and Woodford 
counties have enacted smoking 
bans. The Hopkins County ban 
was upheld by the local circuit 
judge, whose ruling was not 
appealed. 

In Bullitt County, the fiscal 
court and eight towns sued to 
stop the ban four days before 
it was to take effect last year. 
Bullitt Circuit Judge Rodney 
Burress ruled that the board 
lacked authority to ban smoking 
in public places, but the appeals 
court said the General Assem- 
bly had clearly given county 
health boards the power to 
impose regulations protecting 
public health, that secondhand 
smoke is a public -health issue, 
and that the board's regulation is 
reasonable, because it is virtu- 
ally the same as an ordinance 
upheld in Lexington.

competitive or negotiated sale 
of the notes, when, as and if is- 
sued; and repealing inconsistent 
resolutions. 

This Resolution sets forth gen- 
eral rules, regulations and condi- 
tions for the issuance of general 
obligation public project bonds 
and bond anticipation notes by the 
IVIorgan County Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service District (the "Dis- 
trict") in an aggregate principal 
amount not to exceed $325,000 
for the purpose of financing a 
public project consisting of the 
acquisition, construction, instal- 
lation and equipping of an exten- 
sion district office.

Biggest, oldest 
trees dying at 
a faster pace 

The world's largest and old- 
est trees are dying at an alarm- 
ingly fast pace, researchers 
have found. Their study, to be 
published in the journal Science 
, warns that more research to 
understand and slow the loss 
of these trees in "urgently 
needed," Jim Robbins of The 
New York Times reports. Aus- 
tralian National University 
professor and lead author David 
Lindemayer said the tree deaths 
appear to be happening in all 
types of forests at all latitudes. 

Researchers said the cause 
is a combination of factors, 
including a hotter, drier climate, 
logging, clear-cutting, changes 
in forest fire prevention and 
management, invasive insect 
attacks and diseases. These 
100- to 300-year old trees sus- 
tain biodiversity "to a greater 
degree than many other com- 
ponents of the forest," making 
their die-off s very concerning, 
researchers say. "Big, old trees 
are not just enlarged young 
trees," University of Wash- 
ington professor and study 
co-author Jerry Franklin said. 
"Old trees have idiosyncratic 
features - a different canopy, 
different branch systems, a lot 
of cavities, thicker bark and 
more heartwood. They provide 
a lot more habitat and niches." 

Big trees also provide food 
supplies to numerous animal 
species, and store large amounts 
of carbon, recycle soil nutrients 
and contribute to the flow of 
water and climate within an 
ecosystem, Robbins reports. 
"It is a very, very disturbing 
trend," James Cook University 
professor and co-author Bill 
Laurance said ."We are talking 
about the loss of the biggest 
living organisms that play a key 
role in regulating and enriching 
otir world."

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2012 was record year for 
Ky/s deer, bear harvests 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - It was 

a year for deer and bear season 
records, 

Here's a look back at a few 
of the top stories from 2012: 

Kentucky hunters harvested 
a record number of white-tailed 
deer. 

With 35 days of archery 
hunting and a two-day youth 
season remaining before sea- 



son's end, hunters eclipsed 
the overall deer harvest total 
record. As of Dec. 18, hunters 
harvested 126,923 deer. This 
total breaks the previous season 
record of 124,752 set in 2004. 

Earlier in the fall, hunt- 
ers reported bagging 92,737 
whitetails during Kentucky's 
modern gun season which 
ended Monday, Nov. 25. Last 



spring, a record 68 deer from 
the 2011-12 season in Ken- 
tucky qualified for entry into 
the Boone and Crockett record 
book, the most for any state or 
Canadian province. 

"These records demonstrate 
that we have a stable, quality 
deer herd," said Tina Brunjes, 
deer program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
"But what drives the harvest 
is good hunting weather, par- 
ticularly during the modem gun 
season, when the majority of

our deer are taken." 

Bear season in Kentucky has 
come of age. 

Kentucky's 2012 bear sea- 
son was the first time hunters 
reached the harvest quota and 
in the process set a new state 
record. 

Doug Adkins of Jenkins, 
Ky. took a 410-pound male 
bear in Letcher County. "That's 
the field-dressed weight," said 
Steve Dobey, bear program 
coordinator for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. "The live weight 
would have likely exceeded 450 
pounds." 

Hunters purchased 359 per- 
mits for the 2012 hunt. Nine of 
the 11 bears taken were males. 

By the late 2000s, black 
bears had made a comeback 
and were well established in 
eastern Kentucky. The Ken- 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources says these 
bears did not come to Kenmcky 
by a planned restoration effort, 
but by natural range expansion. 
Bears again colonized eastern 
Kentucky's mountain region 
from the neighboring states 
of West Virginia, Virginia and 
Tennessee, where bear popula- 
tions were never extirpated.
